AT THE TURN OF THE YEAR. 


Tue survey of the year that has just come 
to a close, in so far as the book-trade is con- 
cerned, is on the whole an assuring one, 
While trade in the early part of the year 
was backward, the business during the sum- 
mer and fall, owing not a little to the unus- 
ually favorable weather that prevailed in 
many parts of the country, especially in the 
East, was phenomenally good; and though 
the disturbances in the coal region affected 
trade in the manufacturing districts for a 
short period early in the fall, the holiday 
trade, so far as our reports from different 
sections of the country show, has been the 
best in the history of bookselling. Indeed, 
at times the capacity of the larger retail 
stores in New York City was strained to 
the utmost, and the equipment, though in 
many cases doubled and trebled, was often 
swamped, and incapable of waiting upon the 
crowds of customers that poured into the 
stores every afternoon. 

The publishing trade was also often in 
sore straits to keep up with the demands 
made upon it by the retail section. Notwith- 
standing ‘he vast strides made in the last 
two decades in improving the mechanical 
aids in the art of making books, the pub- 
lishing trade during the rush was ham- 
pered because during the last six months 
every printing house and book bindery, in the 
West as well as in the East, was over- 
whelmed with work. Then, too, the univer- 
sal introduction of machinery has more and 


more reduced the ranks of handworkers, so 
that the comparatively few remaining ones 
were utterly unable to handle the amount of 
work still done by the aid of human hands 
instead of by labor-saving machinery. 

In general, the methods of doing business 
nave turned into more sane and conservative 
channels than for many years. The uphold- 
ing ofprices through the American Publish- 
ers’ Association has been of direct bene- 
fit to the retail trade, which, in time, will no 
doubt compensate the members of that asso- 
ciation for any sacrifice they may have been 
called upon thus far to make in the interest 
of reform. Some of the benefits of the re- 
form are already noticeable in the growing 
tendency of the retail trade to encourage the 
handling of books of intrinsic merit, rather 
than in the hustling of the lighter books of 
the hour. We admit that thus far this ten- 
dency is sporadic rather than epidemic; but 
it is a straw showing which way the wind is 
bound to blow under the continued rule of 
reform. The co-operation of the retail trade 
in maintaining and making effective the work 
of reform is as unanimous and as encourag- 
ing as it was at the start, and promises to 
continue unabated. 

On the whole the united book trade may 
look into the future with greater hope than 
for many years past. Our country is at 
peace with the nations of the world; our 
position as a world power is no longer in 
question; our commerce is steadily spreading 
and our natural resources are practically un- 
bounded. With all these factors in our 
favor our industries are bound to prosper; 
and in the development of the gentler arts, 
and in the growth of education, the book- 
trade is bound to have an ample share and a 
corresponding reward. 





THE retirement of Mr. George S. Emory 
from the management of the American Pub- 
lishers’ Association, to take charge of the 
wholesale department of D. Appleton & Co., 
deprives the Association of the services of a 
most capable executive. Considering the new- 
ness of the situation, the many difficulties to 
be overcome, and the diverse interests to be 
considered and conciliated, Mr. Emory’s posi- 
tion was a most difficult and trying one; but 
he seemed equal to every emergency, and 
with untiring zeal and devotion performed 
his duties promptly and acceptably. Indeed, 
the reform movement owes much of its suc- 
cess to his enterprise and watchfulness, and 
he carries with him to his new office the 
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“*2, A general understanding of the rudiments of 
proper advertising ... 

“3. An oclainal way of expressing himself.” 

The first item is amplified with six lines of 
explanation, the second with five lines, and 
the third is reinforced by the author’s own 
statement that “Clever and apt references to 
books do more to sell them than anything 
else.’ 

After this introduction, Mr. MacDonald 
presents the following remarkable “Exposi- 
tion of Twentieth Century Publicity” as it 
concerns the authors and publishers of books: 


“The author cah assist the publisher in the sale of 
the book by preparing a lot of ads and reading 
notices—assuming that the publisher is going to ad- 
vertise the book and that either he or the book pos- 
sesses enough influence to secure reading notices. 

“The publisher can advertise the book by insert- 
ing a reasonable amount of display advertising in 
suitable mediums. If the book is a popular book, 
have this advertising placed in popular mediums—if 
the book is educational, have the advertising placed 
in educational mediums—if the book is technical, 
have the advertising placed in technical publications, 
and so on. The point is to plant the advertising 
where it will do the most good. The number of 
reading notices depend to a great degree upon the 
amount of advertising put forth. Of course, we 
all know that a good book will command attention 
from the press, although it received no display ad- 
vertising. 


hearty congratulations and good wishes of the 
whole trade. Mr. Emory, we understand, 
will for the present give such attention as 
may be needed to the management of the 
office of the American Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, and advise with his successor, who, at 
the present writing, has not yet been named, 
until he is thoroughly conversant with the 
details of his duties and responsibilities. 





THE ADVERTISING OF BOOKS. 
To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 


Dear Sir: A book came into my office the 
other day which, at first sight of it, made me 
straighten up, and made my eyes sparkle with 
pleasant expectation. The title of the book 
is “Successful Advertising, How to Accom- 
plish It.” The handsome author, whose feat- 
ures beam assertively from the frontispiece, 
is J. Angus MacDonald. Sundry sheets of 
printed matter, slipped under the front cover, 
introduced the book and the author after this 
fashion : 


“Advertising is so seriously studied by every pro- 
gressive person to-day that we know you will take 
more than passing interest in this beautiful four 
hundred page volume,” etc. 

“Who is better qualified to write a book on the 
important subject of advertising than J. ANGUS 
MACDONALD? He has directed millions of dollars 
into advertising channels for some of the best known 
and most successful advertisers of the day,” etc. 


Undeniably, the title of Mr. MacDonald’s 
book presents one of the greatest problems 
of the business world to-day, one that is, and 
must be, seriously studied in all its aspects. 

“Here at last,” I thought, “is something 
which will be a real help to the perplexed 
and careworn advertising man who wants to 
solve the puzzle of how to get at the elusive 
public in convincing, profitable, ever new 
ways. Perhaps this author, who writes from 
“over ten years’ busy experience in adver- 
tising with some of America’s greatest busi- 
ness successes” has let some new light in upon 
the mysteries of successful advertising, and 
has revealed some of the philosophical and 
psychological secrets of the art-science. 

Probably nothing is more difficult to adver- 
tise successfully or requires more skill, and 
knowledge of public taste, than books. In- 
asmuch as my own work is advertising books, 
T looked at once for the section of Mr. Mac- 
Donald’s work devoted to that branch of the 
subject. The author evidently appreciated its 
great importance because he has devoted two 
whole pages of the four hundred to “Adver- 
tising Books.” 

Although I was prepared to find something 
new and suggestive, something to stimulate 
thought, and encourage endeavor, I was hard- 
ly prepared for such startling propositions as 
these two pages contain. The following ex- 
tracts give the sum, and practically the sub- 
stance, of J. Angus MacDonald’s views on 
“Successful Advertising (of Books), How to 
Accomplish It.” 


“Once upon a time the advertising man of a 
moderate-sized retail store thus gave the three es- 
sentials that the man who would advertise books 
should possess: 

“1. A knowledge of books... 









“The advertising of almost every book nowadays 
is considered by the publisher.” 


Mr. MacDonald does not offer any proof 


or argument in support of his theories, but 
possibly some progressive publisher may be 


found bold enough to put the ideas to the 
test. Ther the rest of the publishing fra- 
ternity wili watch with breathless interest 
to see whether such procedure will bring suc- 
cess. If it does, perhaps Mr. MacDonald 
may think still deeper, and from the pro- 
fundities of his subject may bring forth equal- 
ly precious ideas. Just now, however, we 
must be content with the plan quoted above. 
The scores of publishers and book advertis- 
ing men who are asked to buy this four- 
hundred-page volume as a right-hand, prac- 
tical help in their work surely must feel that 
they have their two dollars’ worth after read- 
ing this ample discussion of a vast subject. 
Men in other lines of business will find their 
specialties treated in a similarly exhaustive 
and suggestive manner. It is doubtful if they 
could get any greater or more genuine assist- 
ance in the direction of successful advertis- 
ing and how to accomplish it even from an 
illuminated booklet of A, B, C’s.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

SILAS Farmer, a publisher of maps and 
author of a “History of Detroit and Michi- 
gan,” and “Champions of Christianity,” died 
suddenly at Detroit December 28. He was 
born at Detroit, June 6, 1839, and succeeded 
his father as a map maker. 


ProFressor RICHARD FREIHERR VON KRAFFtT- 
EsBInG, of the University of Vienna, the cele- 
brated nerve specialist, died December 30 at 
Graz-Styria. He was born at Mannheim, 
August 14, 1840. He wrote a number of 
books on hypnotism, sexual perversion and 
nervous disorders, the best known of which 
is his “Psychopathia Sexualis.”’ 


Mrs. JESSIE BENTON FREMONT, the widow 
of General John C. Frémont, died at Los 
Angeles, Cal., December 27. Mrs. -Frémont 
was born in 1824, and was the daughter of 
Senator Thomas H. Benton of Missouri. She 
was the author of “The Story of the Guard,” 
“A Year of American Travel,” “Far West 
Sketches,” “Souvenirs of Mv Time,” “Sketch 
of Senator Benton,” and “Will and the Way 
Stories.” She also completed her husband’s 
memoirs. 


THe Rev. Dr. JAMEs MApison STIFLER, 
professor of New Testament Exegesis at 
Crozer Theological Seminary, died in Boston 
December 15. Dr. Stifler was born in Holli- 
daysburg, Pa., Detember 8, 1839. After fill- 
ing several pulpits he was professor of Biblical 
Interpretation in Shurtleff College, 1871-75, 
and in 1882 became professor of New Tes- 
tament Exegesis at Crozer Seminary. In 1890 
he published “The Life of Christ,” in 1892 
“An Introduction to the Book of Acts,” and 
in 1897 a “Commentary on the Epistle to the 
Romans.” 


Miss CarLA WENCKEBACH, Professor of 
German in Wellesley College, died December 
29. Professor Wenckebach was born at Hil- 
desheim, Germany, February 14, 1853. For 
several years she taught in England, Belgium, 
Russia, and New York, and in 1883 accepted 
a position at Wellesley. She was the author 
of several educational books on the German 
language, some of them conjointly with her 
sister, Helen W. Wenckebach, who died some 
years ago. Together they also edited a num- 
ber of German literary works, including a col- 
lection of the best German songs. Among her 
works were editions of Meissner’s “Aus 
Meiner Welt,” “Die Meisterwerke des Mit- 
telalters,”’ Scheffel’s “Trompeter von Sakkin- 
gen,” Schiller’s “Marie Stuart,” and Dahn’s 
“Ein Kampf um Rom.” 


Lewis Nussaum founder of the Nus- 
baum Book and Art Co., died in Norfolk, Va., 
December 27. Mr. Nusbaum was born in 
Heffdorf, Germany, in 1830. He came to this 
country in 1847, remaining in New York City 
till 1850, when he went to Norfolk, Va., 
where he built up a large stationery, news, 
and book business. II] health obliged him, a 
year ago, to retire from active business, which 
is continued by his sons. Mr. Nusbaum was 
prominent in religious work and at the time 
of his death was vice-president of the Beth- 
El Synagogue of Norfolk, and was a member 
of the Independent Order of B’nai B’rth. He 
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leaves five children, four sons and one daugh- 
ter — Benjamin Nusbaum, of Hutchinson, 
Kansas; Max Nusbaum, of Baltimore; Syd- 
ney L, Nusbaum, Moses G. Nusbaum and 
Miss Belle Nusbaum, of Norfolk. 


Rosert F. Cummuinecs, who for thirty-five 
years was business manager and agent of the 
American Tract Society, at its New England 
branch store, now at 54 Bromfield Street, died 
suddenly at his home in Newton, December 19. 
Mr. Cummings was born in Boston, July 4, 
1840. His father, the late Robert Cummings, 
was a provision dealer at the North End, 
when many of the first families lived in that 
part of the city. His uncle built the iron 
fence around Boston Common. He was edu- 
cated in the public schools of Boston, and 
began his business career in the store of D. 
Lothrop & Co. After a few years he entered 
the employment of the Boston Tract Society. 
He was transferred to the American Tract 
Society in 1871, in whose service he remained 
up to the day and hour of his death. After 
some years’ experience in the society's busi- 
ness in Cincinnati and in New York City, he 
returned to Boston to take charge of the so- 
ciety’s store and business there. 


Mrs. Mary HaArtwe_t CATHERWOOD, au- 
thor of “Lazarre,” etc., died at her home, 
4852 Washington Avenue, Chicago, Decem- 
ber 26. Mrs. Catherwood .was born at Lau- 
ray, Licking County, Ohio, December 16, 1847. 
Her parents died when she was ten years old, 
and she was placed in the Granville (O.) 
Female College, from which she was gradu- 
ated in 1868. She removed to Danville, IIl., 
where she obtained a position as a school 
teacher. While in Danville she became inter- 
ested in French history out of the study of 
which grew many of her novels. In 1887 she 
was married to James Steel Catherwood, who, 
with a daughter, survives her. She wrote 
the following: “Craque-o’-Doom,” “Old Cara- 
van Days,” “The Secret of Roseladies,” “The 
Romance of Dollard,” “The Bells of Ste. 
Anne,” “The Story of Tonty,” “The Lady of 
Fort St. John,” “Old Kaskaskia,” “The White 
Islander,” “The Chase of St. Castin, and 
Other Tales,” “The Spirit of an Illinois Town 
and the Little Renault,’ “The Days of 
Jeanne d’Arc,” “Bony and Ban,” “Mackinac 
and Lake Stories,” “Spanish Peggy,” and 
“Lazarre.”

J. Wuitaker & Sons, London, have issued 
for the thirty-fifth year “Whitaker’s A\l- 
manac,” compiled by Joseph Whitaker, an in- 
dispensable work of reference not only to 
Englishmen but to every one who wishes to 
keep posted up on the events of the times. 
The work, besides giving information on as- 
tronomical and other phenomena, gives au- 
thentic information respecting the government, 
finances, population, commerce and general 
statistics of the British empire throughout the 
world, and some notice of other countries. 
The same firm has also just ready “Whitaker’s 
Peerage for the Year 1903,” which gives in 
compact form information relating to titled 
persons in England, that for ready reference 
will answer the purpose quite as well as the 


more bulky volumes of Burke, Debrett and 
Nicolas. 


THe AMERICAN LiprAry ASSOCPATION has 
issued, through Houghton, Mifflin & Co., a 
useful “Guide to the Study and Use of Ref- 
erence Books,” by Alice Bertha Kroeger, li- 
brarian of the Drexel Institute of Philadel- 
phia. This manual is especially intended for 
the use of librarians and library students, 
but will be of service in schools and litera- 
ture courses. It covers the general field of 
reference literature with fair comprehensive- 
ness, the titles listed being accompanied by 
descriptive notes, and each main division 
prefaced by a bibliographic and descriptive 
introduction, noting articles upon the subject 
and giving valuable hints on the use of the 
books. A “Suggestive List of 100 Reference 
Books” is a useful appendix, and there is a 
careful and very full index. In style and ar- 
rangement the volume follows the example 
of the previous “A. L. A. Annotated Lists,” 
such as the “Bibliography of Fine Art” and 
the “Guide to the Literature of American 
History.”

MONT PELEE 


and the Tragedy of Martinique
